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State  Board 

Committee  Visits 

Campus 

A  committee  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  spent  Saturday,  Jan- 
uary 14,  on  the  campus  making  a 
study  of  the  building  needs  of 
the  College. 

The  committee  met  with  repre- 
sentatives of  various  departments 
of  the  College  in  the  faculty  room 
in  Caldwell  Hall.  President  Mc- 
Ginty  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  committee  the  overall  needs 
and  conditions  of  the  physical 
plant  and  asked  the  Board  mem- 
bers for  their  recommendations  on 
the  utilization  of  capital  funds  now 
available  as  well  as  for  funds  that 
might  become  available  through 
legislative   appropriation. 

According  to  Major  Horace 
Brown,  building  supervisor  for  the 
Board  of  Education,  there  remains 
approximately  $580,000  in  the  cap. 
ital  funds  that  have  not  been  ex- 
pended. Representatives  of  dif- 
ferent departments  of  the  College 
presented  their  needs  for  the  use 
of  these  funds.  The  question  re- 
solved itself  into  whether  these 
funds  should  be  used  to  build  a 
wing  of  a  projected  science  build- 
ing, build  additional  dormitory 
space,  construct  a  wing  to  the  li- 
brary, enlarge  Warren  Easton  Hall, 
or  repair  and  renovate  older  build- 
ings on  the  campus  and  use  what 
funds  are  left  to  carry  out  such 
part  of  construction  needs  as  could 
be  financed. 

The  committee  visited  and  in- 
spected several  buildings  on  the 
campus  and  agreed  to  make  the 
report  to  the  Board  of  Education 
as  a  Committee-of-the- Whole  when 
next  the  board  meets.

Supervisors  Assn. 
Stage  Annual  Work 
Conference  on 
Campus 

Centering  attention  on  the  gen- 
eral theme  of  "Better  Schools  for 
licttcr  Living.'  the  supervisors 
of  schoors  of  the  entire  state  will 
hold  their  annual  mid-winter  work 
conference  on  the  campus  on  Janu- 
ary 25,  26,  and  27. 

Sponsored  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  Louisiana 
School  Supervisors  Association, 
and  Northwestern  State  College, 
the  conference  promises  to  be  the 
largest  held  in  the  history  of  the 
Supervisors  Association.  Early 
registrations  for  the  conference 
have  exceeded  100,  and  Miss  Ruby

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Students  Rate 
Faculty  Members 

Students  are  being  given  rating 
sheets  at  the  conclusion  of  each 
final  examination  for  the  fall  se- 
mester, on  which  the  instructor 
will   be  rated. 

Points  considered  in  the  rating 
sheet  include  questions  about 
academic  proficiency,  classroom 
procedures,  evaluation  of  achieve- 
ment, relation  with  students,  and 
personality  traits. 

The  use  of  the  rating  sheets  by 
instructors  is  not  required  but  is 
optional  with  the  instructor;  how- 
ever, most  of  the  instructors  plan 
to  use  them.  Students  do  not  sign 
the  rating  sheets,  and  the  instruc- 
tor keeps  them  for  his  own  use  and 
benefit. 

The  project  of  the  students' 
rating  their  instructors  was  in 
itiated  by  the  local  chapter  of  the 
American  Association  of  Univer- 
sitv  Professors.  In  the  rating 
sheets  six  possible  ratings  are  pro- 
vided for.  These  ratings  are  su- 
perior, above  average,  average,  be- 
low average  poor,  and  not  scored 
because  of  lack  of  sufficient  evi- 
dence. 

The  popularity  of  the  student 
ratings  among  faculty  members 
will  perhaps  be  disclosed  by  their 
p-aise  or  lack  of  praise  for  the 
venture  after  they  have  an  op- 
portunity to  study  and  evaluate  thp 
ratings  given  them  by  their  stu- 
dents.

\\  ill  the  first  half  of  the  l(H'>- 
1950  basketball  season  completed, 
the  Demons,  last  year's  (lulf  Stales 
Conference  champions,  have  estab- 
lished an  enviable  record  of  twelve 
wins  to  one  loss.
